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Deductively, the pattern seems to appear when (a) the framework of 
dialectical isaterialism is adopted; (b) the assuaption is made that, 
with all their differences, the Soviet groups are slaply merely "other 
human groups" so that findings of modern sociology, social psychology, 
and cultural anthropology become applicable, This deductive approach 
is new only in one sense that it results from a conscious discarding of 
all preeeeding theories, ie, (a) the Bolsheviks are but another militant 
powergroup seeking wox-ld domination; (b) the Bolsheviks themselves do 
not accept dialectical materialism but merely use it for propaganda 
purposes; (c) the leaders act for personal rather than social motives, 
ambitions, and desires; (d) there exists a personalized power struggle. 

Inductively, this analyst accumulated infomation on all available 
purges in. the USSR and the Satellites in 1950, 1951^ 1952 and 1953 
throtigh June . This inforaaation was rationally and not statistically 
analyzed in search of a pattern or in search of preliminary confirmation 
of the theory.
